Returning to action after belng 
slightly wounded on August 8, Pie.

West, were informed by telegram at 
noon today. 

Just a little more than a month 
ago, Mr. and Mrs. Barnes received 
a telegram telling them that their 
Son, Max, had been slightly wound- 
ed while fighting with the Queen's 
Own Rif_es in France, A few days 
Tater they were notified that he was 
suffering from fragment wounds in 
the left leg. The youthful soldier's 
parents breathed sights of relief 
when they heard thelr son had com- 
pletely recovered from his injuries. 
‘Then today they were informed he 
hind been killed in action. 

“Moxie” was well-known in local 
sport circles, having played Midget 
and Juvenile hockey in the Oshawa 
Minor Hockey Association "Clty 
League” and baseball in the Osh- 
awe Minor Baseball Association 
“Juvenile” league, 

Pte. Max Barnes was born in

Romance of Genius 


And Perseverance 
Told By GM Chief 


Gol. R. S. McLaughlin 
Traces History of Vehicle 
Business from Early Days 
To Present — Called For 
Many Important Decis- 
ions — Quality of Prod- 


ucts Always In Forefront 

The story of a high {deal which 
developed from to hand-painted 
cutters into the mighty industry 
which today is known as General 
Motors of Gsnada Limited was un- 
folded last night by Col. Ry S. Mc- 
Laughlin to an enthralled audience 
at the joint service’ clib dinner in 
Hotel Genosha Inst night which 
commemorated the 75th anniversary 
of the founding of the McLaughlin 
Carriage Company by his father, 
the late Robert McLaughlin, 

Col, McLaughlin's statement that 
his father had the genius and the 
ability of a fine craftsman and any- 
thing he touched! had! to be turned 
out that way or not at all was the 
Keynote of his reminiscences of the 
development of the industry which 
down through the years has made 
the name ‘Oshawa’ known from 
coast to coast and to the furthest 
Umits of the Empire, ‘Tribute was 
pald tovth executives who helped 
to mould the industry into what it 
is today, while due credit was given 
to the workmen who played a lend- 
ing Tole in its progress. 

Father Born In Woods 

Col, McLaughiln recalled that his 
grand{athér on his father's side of 
the family came fram County "Ty- 
rome in 1832 while: his ‘mother's 
people came from Perthshire, Scot- 
land, two or three years later and 
Séttled a few miles away. His fath- 
er was born in the woods where his 
grandfather had been granted 
Grown land. “His father was the 
oldest of the family and helped in 
clearing the land, With great thrift 
the family managed to get along 
pretty well He remembered his 
father telling of burning hardwood 
to make potash which was sold in 
Bowmanville to add to the femily 
finances. 

When he became old cnough, the 
late Robert McLaughlin was given 
50 acres’ by his father, the most of 
which he had to clear himself, He 
sawed his own logs and bullé him- 
self a house and a driveshed, the 
latter wilth a work bench. Being a 
wonderful judge of timber he select 
ed pleces and in the evenings busied 
himself making axe handles which 
enjoyed a ready sale in Bowman- 
ville, 

‘One day he decided to make him- 
self a cutter and when word got 
around a nelghbor asked that one be 
made for him. As a result he built 
two of beautifull design but he had 
to wait for @ travelling blacksmith 
to put.on the frons, ‘The cutters 
were hind-palnted by himself. 

First Shop at Tyrone 

‘The success which this initial en- 
terprise enjoyed set Mr. McLaughlin 
to thinking and he deolded to build 
himself a wee shop in Tyrone. This 
shop was outgrown by 1859 when 
he moved to Enniskillen, Here o 
larger shop Was put up with separ- 
ate blacksmith shop and the town 
bell on top. In this shop wagons 
and sleighs and later carriages were 
bullt. Mr. McLaughlin was de- 
pendent upon a travelling uphols- 
terer, who was the late J. B, Keddie 
of Oshawa, and who did beautiful 
work and helped Mr, McLaughlin 
yin many prizes. As the busine 
grew he had os many as eight 
people working for him. 

Tt was decided to move to Oshawa 
due to the fact that Enniskillen w: 
far from a railway and there were 
no banking facilities and few con- 
yenclences at Enniskillen. This de- 
cision was made in 1876, A lot was 
nequired! south of the present town 
hall on Simcoe Street. A three- 
storey building with separate black- 
smith shop was erected and while 
somé of the citizens of the) village 
gave him ‘not more than six or 
eight months in business, Mr. Mc- 
Laughlin kept going despite all the

serted W. A, Wecker, Vice-President 
and General Manager of General 
Motors of Canada Limited at the 
joint service club dinner Jast night 
commemorating the 75th snnirers- 
ary of the founding of the Mc- 
Laughlin Carriage Company at En- 
niskillen, 

In hls remarks, Mr, Wecker out- 
Uned the company's plans for the 
post-war period, stating that the 
automotive industry foresees a sales 
potential in excess of 200,000 cars a

making jobs, 

More Customers Mean More Jobs 

“In peacetime we have many cus- 
tomers and the more customers we 
Haye the more jobs there are. In 
the end, {t Is the customer who 
makes the job, It-‘s by careful 
estimates of the number of cus- 
tomers that management 4s able to 
plan the work and the number of 
Jobs that will be created: 

“The number of customers de- 
pends upon many things—and we 
Bre not overlooking the fact that 
ollr customers include the people 
who work In our plants and in the 
plants of the companies that sup- 
ply parts and materials, as well as 
all the other people who are en- 
gaged in sales and service and 
transportation’ of our products. 

“The number! of customers 
pends, fi¥t, upon what we 
“customer eptance’ of our 
ducts, In other words, if people 
now that we make good products 
mt a fair price we will have more 
customers and more jobs.

It is through 
them that we obtain more custom-

The adoption of these me- 
thods by industry generally ‘has 
made it possible to improve working 
conditions and reduce prices at the 
same Ume because of the lower 
manufacturing costs which were the 
natural result of these methods. 

“This contribution to Canada’s in-

would do. For five months he work- 
ed in Dan Ginnamon’s hardware 
store a5 a clerk and had also 
thought of becoming a lawyer.

Laughlin, founder of the Canada 
Dey Ginger Ale Co,, persuaded him 
fo go into his father's business. 

At first he swept the floors and 
didiall the menial work any appren. 
tice would be called upon to do, 
working 59 hours a week with no 
extra pay for overtime. After sery- 
ing three years na apprentice he be- 
came a journeyman \pholsterer. 

"I could do It today. T could go 
oul and command the top wages. I 
know all about atitching, waxing 
ends and completing cushions ready 
to sew from start to finish,” assert 
¢d Col. McLaughlin with some pride. 

One day he took $20) and jour- 
neyed to Gananoque and crossed to 
Watertown, Nix. where he secured 
a job as an upholsterer with the H 
H. Babcock Co. at $175 a day 
which was top wages at that time. 
During his two month stay he met 
@ former Brooklin man, Mr. Black, 
who was boss in his department. 
Die to the fact that they knew the 
Same nelghborhood Mr, McLaughlin 
was given the run of tle shop and
